INAUGURATE WAR 0N UNIONS

Obicago Contractors and Architects Begin a
Cawpaign of Annibilation,

FOURTEEN FACTORIES LOCK OUT MEN

Thin Action, It In Expected, Will Ite
Followed by Other Manufacturers
=~Issne  Leiters to Employes
Giving Reasons for Lockout,

—_—

OHICAGO, Nov. 11.—To break up the
present trades union; to sump out com-
pletely the arbitrary power of walking dele-
gites, arbitraters and professional Organ-
lzers und, after this has been accomplished,
to invite workingmen to form new unlons
that will vo-operate wiih employers, Is the
plan of compaign of Chicago contractors
and architects, Not untll the unions are
broken up and a new co-operative assoclu-
tion of employers and workingmen has been
formed will the contest cease, |t is asgerted,

The first active gep In the campnlgn to
destroy the existing unlons was taken {o-
day, when fourteen manufacturers of sheet
metal locked out from their factories over
400 employes. This actlon, it Is expected,
will be followed by other munufuciurers of
'tlw sime commodity, it belug avowed openly
that the manufacturers wish to break up the
unlon. Several of the manufaciurers iesued
letters to thelr men Eolting forth the rea-
fong that had led to the lockout, In the
letter it s declored that the action of the
company has been foreed by the unjust de-
mands of the unlons mwade to the Sykes
Roofing company,

The trouble with the Sykes compiny or-
iglnated last spring, when six metal work-
ers were tuken ko Moline, 111, by the com-
pany 1o work in that eity, The company
pald the men's fuir to Moline. When the
men had been working ten weeks {n Moline
the new wige geale of the union went Into
effect unil, ps the company refuscd to rolse
thelr wages, the men a. Moline went on &
strike and the union was obliged to pay
their fare back, The Clicago unlon de-
manded that the Sykes company pay the
men  thelr return fare and threatened a
strike. The company refused to pay and o
dtrike was orderod,

Since then the company has made over-
tures 1o the unlon for a settlement, but the
men have refuscd te copsider any proposi-
tlon until the company sgreed to pay the
former employes full woges: for the time
thal they have been on a strike and pay
"the expenses that the union bad incurred
during the strike.
